The following verbatim copy of e letter 
in writing, which is the hand writing of 
John W ilkes Booth, the m urderer of Mr. 
Lincoln, has been furnished us by Hun. 
William Millward, U nited States Marshal 
of the Eastern District of Pennsylvania. 
It was handed over to that officer by John 
S. Clarke, who is a brother-in-law of Mr. 
Booth. 
The history connected with it is 
som ewhat peculiar. 
In November, 1804, 
the paper was deposited- with Mr. Clarke 
by Booth, in a sealed envelope, “for safe 
keeping,” Mr. Clark being ignorant of its 
contents. 
In January last Booth called at 
Mr. C larke's house, asked for the package, 
and it was given up to him . 
It is now sup­ 
posed th a t at th at tim e he took out the 
paper and added to it his signature, which 
appears to be in different- ink Iront that 
used in the body of the letter, and also 
from the language em ployed could not hnve 
been p u t to it originally. 
Afterward h e're­ 
turned the package to Mr. Clarke again for 
safe keeping, Benled and bearing the super­ 
scription "J . W ilkes|Booth.” 
The inclosure was preserved by the fam i­ 
ly without suspicion o fits nature.. After 
the afflicting inform ation of the assassina­ 
tion of the President, which came upon the 
family of Mr. Clarke with crushing force, 
it was considered proper to open the envel­ 
ope. 
There were found in it the following 
paper, with some seven thirty U nited States 
bonds, and certificates of shares in pil com­ 
panies. 
Mr. Clatk prom ptly banded over 
the paper to Marshal Millward, in whose 
custody it now rem ains. 
From a perusal 
of this paper it seems to have been prepared 
by Buothas a vindication of some desperate 
act which he had in contem plation ; and
